Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A general discussion of applicant's system and Bartok. Applicant's 
position is that step 332 of Bartok requires an object to be painted in step 346, however, column 8 lines 48-50 suggests 
the step is optional. Applicant's position is also that applicant does not require geographic mapping and that Bartok 
does require geographic mapping when the color of the grapic object is changed, however, the examiner discussed 
that changing the color of Bartok's computer graphic objects does not require geographic mapping because in object 
oriented programming of the computer graphic object only the name of the graphic object or other attribute of the 
graphic object, such as telephone, is needed in order to change the color of the graphic object. Also note that Bartok at 
column 6 lines 10-20 does not limit the image to be created from computer graphic objects. The 112 rejection was also 
discussed and Mr. Nolan stated the claimed comparable values were intended to be the shades of colors discussed in 
paragraph 19. It was agreed that the claim term comparable values needs to be changed. 
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
